Tnis good will 
come out of it; however, that it will make the 
more apparent the necessity of insuring 
against a recutrence of these hardships by 
embarking in aj system of irrigation whicti 
will afford ample nurture as well to cattle as 
to grain.

Quaint Custom in Newfoundland. 


A correspondent of th the Boston Traveller, 
writing from St. John’s Fewfoundland says: 
Tt is curious to find old» customs that have 
long since died out ia Britain and Ireland 
niniatained in full torce iu this outlying cor- 
ner of creation. Early settlers brought them 
trom the Fatherland, and in a region where 
few new idea intrude to override and efface 
the old one these ancient usages bold their 
gtoand, and occasionally ‘‘crop out,’ like 
some palaeozoic r ck that comes to th sir- 
face in the tiidst ptr cent formations, ‘Luke 
a8 an instance of. this, The Burial of tbe 
Wren”’ on St. ‘Stephen’s day, the 26th of 
December. ‘On that day parties of boys go 
from door to-door in St. Jobn’s; the leader 
carries a gréen bush cut from a spruce tree, 
decorated gayly with ribbons and scraps of 
colored paper, and baving either a dead bird 
or the figure of one fastened to one of the 
oranches, The party-join in singing the 
following ‘rhyme at each door: 

‘The wren, the wren, the king of all birds, 
Was canght on St. Stephen’s D«y in the fires; 
And alt he is little, his bovor is great, 
So rise up, kinil madam. and give us « treat, 
Up with a kettle, and down with the pan, 


A penny or two-pence to bury the wren. 
Your Pocket full of money, and your cellar fall of 


bee . 
wish you ait, morty Christmas and © happy New 


The conGibadions levied by these young- 
sters are spent not in ‘‘burying the wren” 
(pronounced here always wran), but in en-

corps. In addition to s#!] this, and the for- 
mation and instruction of these corps, there 
is the manceuvring part, and field evolutions 
to go through. Now, where are the words of 
command tv come from? Not from Mr..Good, 
because [ ventare to say that he knows u 
more aboot @ six gun Dattery than he does 
about commanding a squadron in the royal 
navy. Surely Sir George must know hiv 
man, and weigh well what he is about before 
be trusts our tives, in case of invasion, into 
the hands ot one who is ignorant of all other 
branches of the service, except some litte 
experience which he bas bad some years ag: 
in foot drill. Kemember the Ball Run affair. 
ee what a Golgotha of destruction that was. 
In consequence of the commander not know- 
ing how to maowuvrre his troops, they killed 
each other. Save us from such « catastrophe 
in the beginning; aud us we are about, to fe- 
come a military people, give us an experienced 
commander, and une fresh from the field ot 
operations. There are plenty of such officers 
iu Canada, aod the appointment shuuid bi 
entirely. indepeadeat; and nothing less than 
a thorough military man, aad «a man who 
possesses a comprehensite Knowledge of the 
various branches of the service should be ap- 
pointed to fill sach an important position. 
Let us have an officer of this sort by all 
means, to command us, and not oné of the 
old fospilized Office-seekers’ 
mended by another whose political influence 
in this colony is numbered..with the things 


of the past. 
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Island of Anticosti. 


For many years attempts have been made 
from time ‘to time to colonige this isiand, 
which is situated about 425 miles below 
Quebec, in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, From 
various cauges these attenpts were unsuc- 
cessful, one reason, it is believed, being the 
existence of some claim on the part of the 
Government to the possession of the island. 
We understand that it is again in contempla- 
tion, on the part of some leading capitalisis, 
to set about the task of developing the resour. 
ces of the isiand and to proceed to colonise it 
The promoters of this undertaking state tha’ 
Anticosts bas an area of 2,250,000 acres, 
haviog valuable river fisheries besides being 
an eligible site for extensive sea fisheries ; 
that it has vaiuable timber and mineral pro- 
‘ducts of economic importance—such as mar- 
ble, limestone for building and other purpo- 
ses, grindstones, &vu.—besides peat bogs and 
salt springs. The opivion of Sir William 
Logan, given in bis Geographical Report of 
1857, is relied on as showing the agricultural 
capabilities of the island. He says,in the 
report, ‘‘that upwards of 1,000,000 acres are 
covered with soil of the very best quality ; 
and adds, ‘‘It ison such rocks, and ia such 
conditions, and with such s«ltitude, that the 
best soils of the western peninsula of Canada 
are placed as wellas that of the Genese. 
country in the state of New York. I have 
seen nothing in the actual soil as it exists to 
induce me to suppose that in so far as the soil 
ia considered Anticosti will be any way in- 
ferior to these regions.’’ The promoters of 
the undertaking entertain the belief that they 
would provide for anumerous agriculturaland 
fishing population who would be enabled to 
maintain themselves in comfort and attain 
to independence. Already a popalation is 
being attracted to the Ieland according to the 
statements of Mr. Lavoie, commander of the 
Government schooner La Canadienne, who 
says in his report to the Minister of Marine:— 
‘This Island is beginning to be frequented 
and settled by hardy fishermen, tempted 
there by the desire of participating in its 
rich fisheries, which, up to the last four years 
were comparatively, unexplored. A more 
perfect knowledge of the surroundings of this 
island, and more prudence on the part of the 
fishermen, enables them to arrive, depart,and 
eail around the Island in almost any kiod of 
weather. The importance and value of ite 
fisberies have also increased along with the 
number of fishermen... The waters bordering 
Anticosti are siocked with the same kind of 
fish which are met with on the south and 
north coaste of the St. Lawreace.’’: The pro- 
ject, if successful, may opea up fresh sources 
of employment, and the climate ig by no
